LACLEDE GAS SUES 
TO TEST NEW GiTY TAX 


Alleges 5 Pct. Levy on Reve- 
nue Js Unconstitutional; 
Action in Federal Court. 


The Laclede Gas Light Co. filed 
suit in Federal Court today, asking 
that the St. Louis city ordinance 
passed March 19, and imposing a 
5 per cent tax on the gas com- 


pany’s gross revenue, for its use 
of streets and alleys, be declared 
unconstitutional and void. 

Judge Charles B. Davis will hear 
the petition at a time to be fixed 
later. 

The ordinance, specifying in its 
terms “every person” who sells ar- 
tificial gas, natural gas, or a mix- 
ture, through pipe lines, applies in 
fact only to the Laclede Gas Light 
Co., the company stated in its an- 
swer. 

In denying the city’s right to 
make such an enactment, the gas 
company cited the act of the Mis- 
souri Legislature, March 2, 1857, 
which, it declared, gave it a fran- 
chise and perpetual charter as a 
public utility corporation, for mak- 
ing and vending gas. This fran- 
chise, the company stated, gave it 
the right to place and maintain 
pipes in the streets and alleys for- 
ever. 

Relying on its charter and fran- 
chise, the company stated, it has 
been doing business and has invest- 
ed more than $50,000,000 in the busi- 
ness. Therefore, it charged, the 
present proposed tax would be an 
additional. rental charge on fran- 
chise rights which were granted 
previously by the Legislature. 

The company alleged that the 
ordinance impaired the obligations 
of contracts between the company 
and the State, and that therefore 
it was in violation of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and the 
Constitution of Missouri. 

Another allegation was that the 
ordinance was confiscatory. The 
company set forth that its gross 
revenue for 1935 was $6,845,344, and 
that net profit was only $73,000. 
For 1936, it estimated, business 
would be about $6,900,000. On this 
amount the 5 per cent tax would 
require payment of $345,000. 

The ordinance was therefore al- 
leged, in the company’s petition, to 
be unconstitutional, arbitrary, ca- 
pricious, oppressive, ambiguous, ob; 
scure, uncertain and conflicting, 
and in violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment of the Federal Consti- 
tution. The petition was filed by 
Robert W. Otto and Fordyce, White, 
Mayne & Williams. 

When the bill was passed, and 
signed by Mayor Dickmann, the ar- 
gument made for it was that the 
levy was in the nature of a fran- 
chise tax, such as had been paid 
for years by the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. and the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co.

RFC Can Now Sell Road’s 
Note to Southern Pacific, 
Giving It Control of Line. 


' An order issued by Federal Judge 
Charles B. Davis, this afternoon, is 
expected to result in transferring 
full control of the St. Louis South- 
western Railway, (Cotton Belt) to 
the Southern Pacific System. 

Judge Davis issued an order dis- 
‘solving another which he issued 
|Dec. 12, restraining the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation from 
selling or otherwise disposing of 
the Cotton Belt’s note for $17,882,- 
250. 

The court’s action dissolving the 
December order was made at the 
request of Berryman Henwood, 
trustee for the Cotton Belt. It was 
stated that, following the dissolu- 
tion of the order, the RFC would 
sell the Cotton Belt’s note to the 
Southern Pacific. 

At the same time, it was expect- 
ed that the collateral given to the 
RFC for the loan, a block of about 
one-half the Cotton Belt’s stock, 
would be transferred to the South- 
ern Pacific. 

At the time Trustee Henwood 
was appointed, last January, it was 
stated that the Southern Pacific 
owned about one-half of the stock 
of the Cotton Belt. Transfer to the 
Southern Pacific of the block of 
stock from the RFC will give it full 
control of the Cotton Belt. 

The terms on which the transfer

OF WPA EMPLOYES 


Deputy Administrator Reports 
2,268,542 Were on the Rolls 
on June 20.

WASHINGTON, July 9%-—The 
Works Progress Administration re- 
ported today that its employment 
load had steadily declined since 
February. 

Aubrey Williams, deputy admin- 
istrator, said that on June 20, the 
rolls had dropped to 2,268,542 work- 
ers, the lowest point since large 
scale operations began last Novem- 
ber. 

The number of employes carried 
by the entire works program also 
was at a new low on the same date, 
with 3,338,267 on the rolls, he said. 

The effect drouth relief will have 
on summer employment totals was 
not exactly determined b®t the 
WPA prepared to provide jobs for 
50,000 farmers in the affected area. 

Williams estimated that during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, the 
WPA had poured into employment 
channels more than $1,300,000,000. 
He estimated this fund provided a 
total of 2,400,000,000 work hours, 

Peak employment on WPA proj- 
ects was 3,036,000 at the end of Feb- 
ruary. The combined total of all 
agencies operating under the works 
program reached its highest point 
a week later with 3,853,000 em- 
ployed. 

Williams attributed much of the 
WPA decline to return of workers 
to private payrolls and transfer to 
projects operated by other Federal 
agencies. 

The WPA now is employing 8 
per cent of those on works program 


per cent at its peak on Feb. 29.

‘HOW TO KEEP WELL 
IN HOT WEATHER IS 
TOLD IN BULLETIN 


First Rule of Health Society 
Is “Don’t Eat Too 
Much.”’ 


How to keep in condition during 
hot weather is told in an educa- 
tional bulletin issued by medical adr 
visers of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society. 

The initial warning is against ex- 
cessive eating, especially heavy 
foods, during periods of high tem- 
peratures. The diet should include 
more fruit and vegetables, while 
meat, the portions of pastry and 
starchy foods, which provide heat, 
should be reduced. Salt is also im- 
portant to the hot weather diet. A 
study made at City Hospital during 
the 1934 hot spell showed that the 
blood of a majority of the heat 
victims treated lacked the normal 
amount of salt. 

Plenty of water, both drinking 
and bathing, is recommended. Cool 
drinks should be taken frequently, 
but extremely cold liquids should 
be avoided, medical authorities 
state. Frequent bathing is essen- 
tial to a healthy skin. fPerspira- 
tion is nature’s cooling system for 
the body, taking away heat through 
evaporation. 

“Avoid strenuous exercise in hot 
weather,” the medical statement 
continues. “Wear loose, porous 
clothing, light in weight and color. 
This will permit circulation of air 
around the body, so that moisture 
can evaporate. Sunlight is health- 
giving, but sunburn may be dan- 
gerous. Severe sunburn may cause 
sleeplessness, fever, loss of appe- 
tite and other toxic symptoms. 

“If you have a headache and the 
skin is dry and hot, you should 
immediately bathe the head with 
ice cold water, or apply ice packs. 
Ice packs should be placed at the 
base of the skull, over the fore- 
head, neck and forearms. Drink 
cool water, and rest.”

The first alarm was given 
by J. J. Devereux, terminal super- 
intendent for the barge line, and 
10 minutes later a general alarm 
was sounded, sending about 30 
pieces of fire-fighting apparatus to 
the scene. The flames spread quick- 
ly through the building, firemen 
directing their efforts to prevent 
spread of the fire to other ware- 
houses nearby. 

Thousands of Spectators. 

A column of dense black smoke, 
visible in many parts of the city, 
attracted several thousand specta- 
tors. Traffic on North Ninth street 
and North Broadway was tied up 
as North St. Louisans, homeward 
bound from the downtown area, 
stopped to watch the fire. 

The blaze was not extinguished 
until 8:30 p.m. Then firemen 
pulled down the west and south 
walls of the one and a half-story 
building, and rolled up the 20,000 
feet of hose which had been used 
to draw water from the nearest fire 
plugs, several blocks away. 

Capt. Mathew Mullen of Engine 
Co. No. 10 suffered a _ sprained 
right ankle when he fell while di- 
recting the fire-fighting inside the 
warehouse after the flames had 
been got under control. A 7-year-old 
boy, Daniel Bandy Jr., 2215 North 
Market street, fell off the top of a 
nearby box car from which he had 
been watching. He was treated at 
City Hospital for cuts of the face 
and scalp and taken home. 

Estimates of Loss. 

Fire Chief O’Boyle estimated the 
loss on the warehouse at $20,000, 
and the damage to its contents at 
$35,000. Both the buildings, which 
the barge company leases from the 
City of Louis, and the contents were 
insured, according to Devereux. 

The freight cars which burned 
contained shipments of clover seed, 
beer bottles and coffee. Chief 
O’Boyle said the damage to the cars 
and their contents was about $15,-

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Trees Run Temperature 
As Hot Spell Continues 
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Average 74 Degrees Now, and Will Begin to 


Lose Leaves at 85, Shaw’s Garden 
Expert Says. 


Trees are beginning to dry out, 
are running high internal tempera- 
showing in other 
ways the effects of the hot sun and 
long dry speli. 

August P. Beilmann, arboricul- 
turist at Shaw’s_ Garden, said to- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter 


that readings taken from a ther- 
mometer inserted into the trunks 


of trees showed internal tempera- 
tures of 74 degrees, or 11 points 
less than the mark at which they 
will begin to defoliate and mani- 


fest the lack of moisture. 

If the present hot spell lasts for 
six more days without good rains, 
the temperature of trees generally 
will rise to 86 degrees, tips of 
branches will begin to wither and 
die, leaves will drop under such 
conditions, and it is likely that 
many trees, especially those not in 
a normal healthy condition, will 
die, 

The internal temperature of 
trees, Beilmann explained, general- 
ly lags 20 degrees behind the at- 
mospheric temperature during 
spring and summer under normal 
conditions, and during winter is 
about 8 degrees warmer than the 
air temperature. 

During the present dry spell, 
however, the tree temperatures 
have continued to rise with the at- 
mospheric temperatures, and if it 
does not rain, may reach as high 
as 100 degrees or more. During the 
dry period of 1934, some _ trees 
showed a temperature reading of 
108 degrees, 

Moisture at Roots Controls. 

Moisture available to the roofs is 
more of a controlling factor than 
the air temperature, Beilmann said, 
because a tree keeps itself cool 
through its transpiratory functions, 
and when the earth is dry at a 
depth of several feet or more, 
which cordition now prevails, the 
cooling process diminishes and the 
internal temperature rises. The re- 
serve moisture within the _ tree 


itself also becomes exhausted. 


Location and the health of the 
tree has a great deal to do with 
the effect of the dry spell. Syca- 
mores planted along streets, in po- 
sitions where the root area is cov- 
ered with paving, began to defoli- 
ate two weeks ago. Trees in low 
woodland spots have not shown 
any effects of the dry spell. The 
elms, whose roots are near the sur- | 
face of the ground, long dried out, 
are beginning to show curled 
leaves, the indication of coming de- 
foliation. 

Leaves of the basswoods, native 
to the northern section of the Unit- 
ed States, are beginning to burn. 
Some trees, like the redbud, native 
to this section of the country, 
are protecting themselves by turn- 
ing their leaves edgewise to the 
sun, lessening the area exposed to 
the hot rays. Leaves of the buck- 
eyes and European horsechestnut 
already are withered, and the growth 
of al] trees practically has ceased, 
Beilmann said. Oaks so far have 
not shown any ill effects, probably 
the result of their deep-rooting 
habit and adaptation, and _ sturdi- 
ness. 


Available Food. 

Another controlling factor during 
dry spells, howover, is the amount 
of food available to a tree. Experi- 
ments at the Garden have demon- 
strated beyond doubt that trees 
plentifully fed, but under equal con- 
ditions of moisture deficiency as 
compared to others, will retain their 
leaves much longer and will sus- 
tain far less damage. It may even 
be the means of saving the life of 
a tree. 

Practical demonstrations of sup- 
plying food to the root area three 
feet below the surface of the ground 
with a power feeder were shown 
yesterday at the Garden by Beil- 
mann to delegates of the American 
Assouiation of State Highway Of- 
ficers, which is holding a conven- 
tion here. Use of the apparatus, 
which was devcloped by Beilmann 
and injects food into the root area 
through a pipe with the aid of wa- 
ter pressure, has been adopted 
widely.

PARK HEAD NO EXPERI 
IN ART, “AND ALL THAT 


Politician Mestres Says He Will 
Leave Such Things to Oth- 
ers in New $6000 Job. 


Joseph J. Mestres, Democratic 
ward politician of the old school, 
began his duties today as Park 
Commissioner, apparently unper- 
turpd by the manifc!a unfamiliar 
requirements of that $6000-a-year 
job, confident that he could find 
experts to handle technical matters 
fore him, and that he could devote 
himself to matters of personnel 
and patronage. 

The former superintendent of ex- 
cavations for the street department, 
in his new office, is an ex-offiicio 
member of the Zoological Board of 
Control, the Municipal Art Commis- 
sion, and the City Plan Commis- 
sion. Usually the Park Commis- 
sioner iis also a director of the 
Municipal Theater Association. 

“I don’t pretend to be an expert 
on those things—laandscaping, 
flowers, zoology, art and all that,” 
Mestres said. “We've got experts for 
those things, I'm going to be the 
general superviisor and seee that 
the citty gets a full day’s work 
from every man in the department.” 

50 Years in Politics. 

Mestres, City Committeeman for 
the Seventh Ward, said he thought 
his 50 years iin politics qualified 
him as an organizer, and one who 
knew how to handle men, whiich 
he considered an important re— 
quirement of his new job. 

“I am going to demand 100 per 
cent efficiency from every man in 
the department,” Mestres said. “And 
they will have to be absolutely loy- 
al to the Mayor. 

“If a ward committeeman recom- 
mends a man for a job, that man 
has got to do the work right. If he 
can't hit *the ball-——-out he goes. The 
committeeman will have to find 
some one that can handle the job.” 

Salary More Than Doubled. 

Mestres’ promotion to the Park 
Commissioner’s job, succeeding the 
late William A. Miller, more than 
doubled his salary, which was $2700 
a year as superintendent of excava- 
tions. Before the Street Department 
job he was for many years a clerk 
in the court of the late Justice of 
the Peace Edward Rice, and before 
that he was a deputy constable. 

He was elected to the Democratic 
City Committee in 1910 and served 
as its chairman from 1918 to 1932. 
He is 70 years old and lives at 
1104 South Eighteenth street. 

L. Jean Gualdoni today was ap- 
pointed superintendent of excava- 
tion for the Streets Department at 
a salary of $225 a month, the posi- 
tion formerly held by  Mestres. 
Gualdoni is candidate for Demo-

More than 200 of the approxi- 
mately 300 candidates to whom 
questionnaires were sent responded 
in the city, county and out-state, 
a considerably higher number than 
four years ago. About 150, or two- 
thirds of the St. Louis candidates, 
responded, including 31 of the 35 
candidates for the Republican and 
Democratic nominations for Cir- 
cuit Judge. 

The questions asked the candi- 
dates for Congress and the State 
Legislature were the most exten- 
sive. Congressional aspirants were 
asked whether they favored ex- 
tension of the merit system to in- 
clude all classes of postmasters, 
extension of the Classification Act 
of 1923 to include all Federal em- 
ployes outside Washington, repeal 
of a section of the Economy Act 
discriminating against employment 
of married persons, tariff reduc- 
tions, and legislation designed to 
reduce the possibility of war, as 
well as increased appropriations 
for various social welfare agencies. 

Candidates for State Senator and 
State Representative were asked 
to state their views.on methods of 
meeting the unemployment prob- 
lem, reorganization of State de- 
partments, permanent registration 
of voters, and’ ratification of the 
child labor amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution. Judicial candi- 
dates were asked to suggest admin- 
istrative changes to expedite court 
procedure.

The relation of highway Iland- 
sdaping to soil erosion prevention 
schemes was discussed yesterday 
by members of the joint Committee 
on Roadside Improvement of the 
American Association of State

slashes through the sides or tops 
of hills, has in many places broken 
into the water table which is a 
drainage basin and reservoir sev- 
eral feet below the surface, accord- 
ing to the committee chairman, H. 


J. Neale, landscape engineer for the 
Vitginia State Highway Depart- 
ment. This interference with estab- 
lished drainage, frequently a con- 
tributing ‘cause of erosion, can be 
partly corrected by landscaping the 
slashed areas, he said. 

In many states Federal agencies 
for erosion control and state high- 
way departments are conducting 
experiments to find the best meth- 
ods of covering the ground cut into 
or thrown up in road building, 
Neale told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. Taken independently, this step 
would not be particularly effective 
in keeping the soil from washing 
away, but it would be useful as 
part of widespread plans, he added. 

About 100 representatives of 
highway departments in 20 states 
are attending the convention, which 
began Monday. The meeting will 
end tomorrow night when the dele- 
gates return from a two-day auto- 
mobile trip to Jefferson City, Leb- 
anon, Rolla and Ironton fay a sur- 
vey of roadside improvement meth- 
ods which have been tested alonz 
Missouri roads. 

Wilbur H. Simonsen of the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, Washington, 
D. C., said a state program of road- 
side improvement should call for 
demonstration projects in various 
parts of the State. The rural roads, 
he said, should be so treated that 
they would fit into their surround- 
ings, with the area of improvement 
including all that is visible to the 
motorist. 

Formal arrangement of trees and 
shrubs at the entrance to a city 
should give way gradually to in- 
formal rural landscaping as one 
drives away from the city, Simon- 
sen pointed out. He suggested that 
many parts of the landscaping pro- 
gram be included in contracts for 
new highway construction, and that 
sites of proposed roadways be 
studied in order that pleasing nat- 
ural landscape features be included 
in the final landscaping design. 

Increased revenue from the tour-

Largest Number, 819, Taken Into 
Custody for Speeding; 443

During June, 4249 persons were 


arrested for traffic violations, Chief 
of Police John J. McCarthy an- 
nounced today.

T THE first revival of the Olympic Games in 1896 at Athens 


there were only about 25 events programmed. 
these were track and field contests.

At Berlin there will be 


about 120 different forms of competition on display. 


The ancient Olympic _ sports 
were very simple, in the begin- 
ning. At times only foot-racing 
was featured. Sports on today’s 
program were undreamed of 2500 
years ago, in many instances. 


It will take 15 days of intensive 
competition to complete the Ber- 
lin Olympic Games, whereas the 
ancients need only parts of four 
or five days for the job. 


But in severity, the contests of 
the ancients were much more 
“distressful.” In some of these 
the right to “yield” was supposed 
to supply the safety-valve which 


prevented serious casualties; but 
many an athlete was carried out 
crippled or dead after Olympic 
boxing, wrestling or pankration |

ber the name. He said he joked 
with Harry Harvell, proprietor of 
a Pond Creek dry goods store, who 
was held hostage by three armed 
men last month while the three 
looted his store. Harvell identified 
Reeder as one of the three men | 
who committed the robbery and en- | 
gaged in a gun fight with a Pond 
Creek night officer as they fled. 

Then Reeder showed his back, | 
exhibiting evidence of having been 
punctured recently by buckshot. He 
said that was from a Perry night 
watchman, who surprised him, De 
Vol, and a third St. Peter fugitive, 
Albert Soroko, killed later at Ok- 
lahoma City. The Perry officer was 
fired upon and shot Reeder .as the 
three gunmen ran from the rear

Endicott-Johnson Chairman 
Says Resulting Competition 
Forced Action. 


By the Associated Press. 

ENDICOTT, N. Y., July 9.—The 
Endicott-Johnson Shoe Corporation 
announced a 10 per cent pay cut 
yesterday for its 500 executives and 
salaried employes. 

George F. Johnson, chairman of 
the board, attributed the step to 
collapse of the ideals behind the 


NRA and the resulting competition 
in the shoe manufacturing busi- 
ness. 

The 18,500 wage earners are not 
affected. “We believe in retrench- 
ing first where it won’t hurt so 
much,” Johnson said. 

He said the three main ideas in 
NRA—the establishment of min- 
imum wage scales, maximum hours 
and the abolishment of child la- 
bor—were praiseworthy, and, if 
carried out, would mean enforced 
fair competition amiong  indus- 
trialists. 

His attention was directed to his 
statement when the Supreme 
Court declared NRA _ unconstitu- 
tional. At that time he told his 
workers to be calm because the 
“good things in NRA can be re- 


tained.” 

Still Believes in NRA Ideas. 

“T still believe in the ideas be- 
hind NRA,” he said. “Of course, 
they tried to do too much, and got 
into difficulties. And as for the 
Supreme “Court ruling, the Consti- 
tution has been amended twice 
within my lifetime. We can do it 
again if we have to.” 

“It is my observation,” he said, 
“that people in the higher brackets 
usually take care of themselves. 
Take our Government officials, for 
instance. In our own State, the 
men in the Assembly work four 
months, and get $2500. They used 
to get $1000, and that’s what they 
ought to get now.” 

The company operates an open 
shop, and, in the words of the 
chairman, “asks no questions of its 
workers.” 

Formal Announcement. 

The formal announcement of sal- 
ary cuts follows: 

“Due to conditions over which 
we have no control we are forced 
to make a horizontal reduction of 
all salaried workers. 

“The total collapse of NRA has 
been a hard blow for us to meet 
and maintain liberal wage scales 
for medicine and good salaries. 

“As usual, beginning with the 
top of the list, all salaries, large 
or small, will suffer first a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent. 

“We have avoided this as long 
as possible. We sincerely regret 
the necessity. 

“We shall maintain free medi- 
cine as long as posible. 

“We § shall continue 
wages as long as possible. 

“We are taking the highest paid 
and more privileged workers first 
in our effort to meet competition 
and secure our share of the busi- | 
ness.”

Austrian Heimwehr Says They 
Have Agreed to Bar Restora- 
tion of Hapsburgs.

Is Missouri Becoming a Desert? 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

N his prediction of increasing aridity 

the other day, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace voiced a fear that is becoming 
widespread among farmers of my sec- 
tion of Missouri. The evidence accumu- 
lates that the god of rain is turning his 
face against his once-favored corn belt. 

Looking to the good earth for a living, 
I am compelled to agree with Mr. Wal- 
lace that the past seven years have 
brought such violent and continuous 
drouth as we have never before experi- 
enced. Normal crop production has been 
so curtailed that there is imminent 
threat of a feed and food shortage, even 
in parts of Missouri. Since 1930, we have 
had so many summers of drouth that I 


arid Southwest. Indeed, during 10 years 
of residence in Arizona, I have seen dry 
farming succeed much better than my 
determined yet pitiful efforts here. Ex- 
cepting last year, the past five years in 
Central-Eastern Missouri have been 
alarmingly dry. 

In this prolonged cycle of; drouth, for 
example, I have found it almost impossi- 
ble to grow fruit trees, vines and shrubs 
with deep root systems; shallow-rooted 
plants rarely survive a single summer. 
And my experience is typical, I am sure. 
I have the word of. an extension horti- 
culturist that it is. In my deep loess 
soil today, there is no visible trace of 
moisture to a depth of five feet. 

The inability to grow corn to its for- 
mer state of perfection has been record- 
ed by writers in this column. Even the 
corn in the Missouri River bottoms here 
cannot survive the present drouth much 
longer. My farmer friends ar disgust- 
ed with corn and are seeking substitutes, 
auch as winter barley, a grain crop that 
matures early and thus escapes our vio- 
lent summer weather. Alfalfa, as you 
know, is one of our most drouth-resist- 
ant crops, because of its deep tap root, 
yet it is each year becoming increasing- 
ly difficult to grow on upland soil, de- 
spite the most exacting soil preparation 
—liming and fertilizing. The compara- 
tively new pasture legume, lespedeza, also 
ia highly resistant to drouth and heat, 
yet it, too, is not surviving the present 
drouth. 

Prolonged drouth takes a heavy tol! of 
our fine forest and shade trees. Their 
span of life is shortened when sub-soil 
moisture is depleted. Experimental] work 
in apple orchards that died at 30 to 35 
years for mo apparent reason revealed 
complete exhaustion of sub-soil moisture. 

The erosion desert of which Mr. Wal- 
lace warns us is an immediate and alarm- 
ing threat, let me repeat. Complete an- 
nual destruction of all growing things 
“over a long period is not necessary to 
create a desert. Another five years of 
drouth and farmers will be impoverished 
into migrating to a more promising land. 

Like any other great catastrophe, a 
desert can be upon us before we are 
fully aware of its threat.

CHANGE THE PRIMARY DATE. 


By the Associated Press. 

BROOKFIELD, Mo., July 5—With the tem- 
perature 108 in the shade, Maj. Lioyd Stark, can- 
didate for the Democratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, and Jesse W. Barrett, candidate for the 
Republican nomination, spoke at the seventy- 
sixth annual homecoming of the Immaculate 
Conception Parish. 

Among other candidates here for the occasion 
were Robert W. Winn, candidate for State Treas- 
urer, who sang instead of speaking, and Law- 
rence McDaniel of St. Louis, candidate for nom- 
ination for Judge* of the State Supreme Court. 
McDaniel. the last speaker, opened his speech 
with a prayer for rain, and drew one of the best 
rounds of applause of the afternoon. 


A dispatch like this tells what is wrong with the 
date of the Missouri primary, which is set by statute 
on the first Tuesday in August. It comes at the 


\worst time of all the year for so important an event 
|| in the State’s political life. 


With the mercury stand- 
ing at 108 in the shade, no wonder one of the candi- 
dates sang a song to entertain his audience. With 
crops suffering from lack of rain and farmers wor- 
ried, no wonder another candidate drew heavy ap- 
plause by his supplication for relief from, the heat. 

Missouri should change ita primary date to some 
Arguments for a 
spring or fall primary ought to be familiar by this 
time. As often as the primary season rolls around 
they are re-stated. As a matter of fact, they should 
be obvious to anyone who lives in this part of the 
Middle West. There is no sense in blinking the truth. 
Missouri has hot summers. When men and women 
spend a large proportion of time seeking relief from 
the heat, popular interest in public questions, mass 
meetings, speeches of candidates and things political 
in general is bound to be at a low ebb. In July, 
when the temperature is hovering around 100 almost 
daily, the voters do not and cannot give candidates 
and issues the attention which they deserve. On 
this score alone, May or September would be an in- 
finitely better time. 

There is the further argument that several thou- 
sand Missourians are out of the State when the pri- 
mary is held and so do not participate. Under the 
Missouri law, they cannot vote in the primary even 
by means of an absentee ballot. In Missouri, absen- 
tee voting can be exercised only by those residents 
of the State who happen to be in some other part 
of Missouri on primary day. The Missourian who 
is in Michigan or Wisconsin or on the Atlantic sea- 
board on Aug. 4 this year will play no part in the 
primary as an individual voter. 

Missouri needs to do only what most of the states 
have done, that is, to set its primary date in spring 
or fall. Illinois and Wisconsin hold their primaries 
in April, as.do several] other states. There are nine 
state primaries in May and almost that many early 
in June. Through the summer there are very few. 
With September’ come cooler weather and a revival 
of interest in political affairs. The result is that 
11 states go to the polls to nominate candidates in 
the first of the fall months. 

If Missouri joined this latter group, we should 
remove the month’s lull which follows the primary. 
As it is now, the successful candidates are worn 
out by the first week in August and do not take 
the stump against one another until after Labor 
day. 

It would be impossible to overstate the importance 
of the primary. The primary determines the can- 
didates whom the parties are to offer in the ensu- 
ing election. At best, the choice of nominees for 
the State Legislature from long lists of candidates 
resembles a reach into the grab-bag. To do this 
reaching in a season when people are politically 
inert is to invite the self-serving kind of sessions 
which are the rule at Jefferson City. 

Finally, there is the humane argument. No state 
should require its candidates for public office, many 
of whom are later to serve as officers of the Gov- 
ernment, to campaign in July. We show dumb ani- 
mals more consideration. 

Every candidate for the Legislature ought to 
pledge himself between now and Aug. 4 to work for 
a change in the primary date. Those who are nom- 
inated next month and are subsequently elected in 
November will have it in their power, when the Leg- 
islature meets in January, to change the date to a 
more suitable time.

Self-reliance of this sort is admirable, but to pre- 
scribe that solution now for the people of the devas- 
tated region would be fatal in many instances. They 
have suffered a series of drouths and other afflic- 
tions. Preaching rugged individualism to them is 
quixotic, to say the least. 

Even that foremost advocate’ of individualism, Her- 
bert Hoover, did not go so far in the drouth emer- 
gency of 1930. He brought about the organization of 
state and Federal drouth relief committees, co-operat- 
ed with Red Cross efforts and urged Congress to 
make a special appropriation, “in order that our Gov- 
ernment may meet its full obligation toward our 
countrymen in distress through no fault of their 
own.” Congress voted $45,000,000 for loans to farm- 
ers who had suffered losses, $116,000,000 for emer- 
gency construction works as a relief measure and 
$150,000,000 for use of the Farm Board in aiding agri- 
cultural interests. 

President Roosevelt is adopting similar methods. 
supplemented by funds for direct relief, in view of 
the greater emergency. Work-relief loans and grants 
are aiding, or will aid, 204,000 needy families in the 
drouth region. Cattle will be purchased, the soil con- 
servation and crop control program revised and long- 
term ameliorative measures undertaken. The Gov- 
ernment is accepting its responsibility in a time of 
disaster. To do otherwise would be cold-heartedly 
to cause needless suffering. 
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MR. FARLEY’S GESTURE. 

Announcement is made that James A. Farley will 
take a leave of absence from the Postoffice Depart- 
ment from Aug. 1 until after election day. Mr. Far- 
ley’s continuance in the Cabinet office during the 
months in which the campaign was being planned, to 
say nothing of the fact that a leave of absence is not 
a resignation, makes the present step merely a gesture 
—a concession to public opinion. His greater offend- 
ing has been in holding his dual position throughout 
the Roosevelt administration, and in his direction, 
while a Government official, of the spoils system by 
which political strength was concentrated. 

When at length.it became necessary for Mr. Farley 
to choose between his offices, the public post was 
sacrificed in favor. of the political post. That deci- 
sion was to have been expected, for Farley has been 
a politician first, a public officer second. His po- 
litical work within the administration has been done, 
his spoils machine solidly established, so he.can now 
safely make the gesture of taking a leave of absence. 
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UP TO THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

William Hirth and Jesse W. Barrett, both candi- 

dates for Governor, have denounced the insurance 
code proposal. Mr. Hirth calls it a shakedown and a 
raid upon the State Treasury. Mr. Barrett calls it a 
“sordid steal” and promises, if elected, to veto “any 
appropriation for the publication of this sinister 
measure.” 
. Meanwhile, the sponsors of the code continue to 
conceal their identities. Secretary of State Dwight 
H. Brown denies any connection with it. He is the 
official who is charged with the duty of publishing 
the text of initiative proposals in each county of the 
State. In this case, such publication would entail the 
expenditure of approximately $275,000, or $2400 in 
each of the 114 counties. Superintendent of Insur- 
ance R. Emmet O’Malley likewise insists he has had 
nothing to do with the proposal. 

Who are the sponsors? Their St. Louis attorney, Wil- 
liam T. Powers, refuses to name them on the ground 
of confidential relationship between lawyer and 
clients. Is the widespread suspicion true that they 
are newspaper publishers who yould profit by the 
publication of the code? If so, Mr. Barrett’s phrase, 
“sordid steal,” is accurately descriptive. 

The insurance code is an involved document of. 
100,000 words. It completely rewrites the insur- 
ance laws of Missouri. Originally drafted in Supt. 
O’Malley’s office, it was offered to the last Legisla- 
ture, where it underwent considerable revision. Fail- 
ure of the code to come to a vote was ascribed by 
several State Senators to the fact that it was so 
lengthy and technical that they had neither the time 
nor the knowledge to pass upon it intelligently. 

To submit such a measure to the voters is a farce. | 
Few, if any, voters will read it if it is published | 
in the newspapers, and the net effect will be to rob. 
the taxpayers of $275,000.

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‘*Discourtesies’’ of the Foreign-Born 


Answering letter objecting to criticisms of American institutions by foreigners, 
naturalized German says it would be poor citizenship to accept undesirable cot: 
ditions without protest; finds this country, like his native land, is not perfect, 
but he wants to help make it better; does not think such efforts are “discourteous.” 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ERMIT me to give an answer, as request- 
Pa, to the letter entitled “Our Discourte- 
ous Guests,” signed by A. Hensley and 
printed in your letter column June 28. 

According to Mr. Hensley’s statement, he 
must have fallen into the hands of Hitler 
fanatics among his German friends. I as- 
sume they are citizens. 

I came from Germany in 1925 and admit it 
took me quite a while to get accustomed to 
American life. Even now, I do not like 
everything over here. 

Since 1933, I am a citizen, and as ‘such 
I do not hesitate to criticise conditions over 
here whenever necessity demands. Is this 
discourtesy? I do not think so. I did not 
swallow everything as a German citizen; 
why should I do it over here? It would be 
bad citizenship indeed. By granting me cit- 
izens’ rights, the Judge at the same time 
made me co-responsible for good govern- 
ment. This cannot be achieved by select- 
ing at the election dinners every two or four 
years either a duck or a chicken. 

Oh, no, Mr. Hensley, since we have gov- 
ernment by the people, we have to put our 
shoulders to the wheel by fearlessly criticis- 
ing if circumstances warrant this. Only a 
cowardly sucker keeps an opinion under his 
hat and takes everything as God-given. A 
good man and a good citizen will voice ob- 
jections if he has some, That is citizenship. 

* * * 

I did not come to this country with the in- 
tention of becoming a millionaire, but mere- 
ly to make a living under better economic 
conditions than we had in Germany at the 
time of my emigration. At that time, I guess 
nobody could have convinced me that in 
this country, besides millionaires, there were 
paupers also. 

There went around stories like this: “John 
So-and-so went to America; he is making $2 
an hour as a bricklayer,” but nobody told 
you that there were also some who made 
only 35 cents an hour and less by working 
a 10-hour day. The story went: “No Sun- 
day work in America; not even a railroad 
is operating there then. The American 'ady 
does not work much; most of the day she is 
resting on a divan, reading, smoking.” But 
what were the realities? I never saw more 
women employed in industry than in this 
country, and I have seen other countries 
than Germany. 

You may believe me that there was a 
time when in my home town I stood before a 
brand-new American automobile, decorated 
with many little flags, belonging to a tourist 
perhaps visiting relatives and telling them 
how wealthy he had become in America. i 

stood in admiration, staring at that car, not 
realizing that perhaps it was not paid for, 
or that the tourist perhaps had earned the 
money to buy it by bootlegging, in politics, 
or by speculating on the stock market, and 
that he would be an ordinary citizen again 
after 1929. At that time, he certainly was a 
millionaire, at least in my humble imagina- 
tion, because he came from America. 

Official information, you say?» Who cared 
about that? The people simply were Amer- 
ica-sick. How come? Well, the things re- 
sponsible, I guess, were partly the money 
inflation in Germany and partly the letters 
and dollars that poured into Germany from 
wealthy American relatives. There was no 
body who had @ poor relative in this coun- 
try; they were all rich. Consider: eight 
German billion marks (eight trillion in this 


| 


country) for one good old American dollar. 
What a temptation! 

At that time, scores of skilled and un- 
skilled German workers left good jobs over 
there, in the belief that they could get the 
same kind of jobs over here and perhaps 
make plenty of money. Many may have 
made good here, but scores of them did not. 
Maybe there is something at the bottom of 
many German hearts that money cannot 
buy, so that they feel an empty space there. 

* * * 


The average German, coming to this_coun- 
try, very soon is able to read and write En- 
glish, due to the fact that he is fairly well 
educated. By nature, he is interested in 
everything surrounding him. Therefore, he 
reads your newspapers and is surprised 
about conditions such as are described in an 
article in the Post-Dispatch headed, ““Who’s 
Who of the Democratic Bosses.” 

If reared in Prussia, he certainly will voice 
resentment about conditions described on 
the same page as Mr. Hensley’s letter, in the 
editorial headed “Time for a Clean-Up.” But 
the average German in this country gladly 
would subscribe to a change such as was 
suggested under the heading, “Hurdles for 
Civil Service Reform,” also appearing on the 
same page. The Muench case in St. Louis 
may be hard for your English friends to di- 
gest, and so on. Nothing is perfect. 

But to go back to one’s old country on 
account of these imperfections? Or to shut 
up? Oh, no, my shoulder’s to the wheel in 
the attempt to achieve for my adopted coun- 
try what I found was good in my old coun- 
try. Germany had its black spots; it even 
has scores of them today, in the opinion of 
every liberal, including myself. But isn’t it 
better to pay more attention to the beam in 
our own eye than to the splinter in our 
brother’s eye? I want to remind Mr. Hens- 
ley of the many lynchings in the South, of 
the more recent floggings by the Black Le- 
gion, of teachers’ oaths, and so on. Plenty, 
Mr. Hensley, let us try to remove it or at 
least to avoid the spreading of the disease.

This is my answer to your letter. I thank 
you very much for your courteous language 
and am glad to have been interested in the 
language of my adopted country to such an 
extent as to be able to voice my opinion, al 
though I am a simple workman. 

To all your German friends, whether Hit- 
lerites or not, citizens or non-citizens, I want 
to say the following: “You came to this 
country to make your living here. Keep up 
what you inherited from your fathers; you 
haven't to be ashamed of it. Your people 
also developed this country. Honesty and 
diligence, courage and loyalty are some of 
the outstandisg character properties of the 
German people; throw them into the ring 
in the endeavor for good government. 

“This is your country today, not Germany, 
Hitler or no Hitler. Here lies your future 
and that of your children, not in Germany. 
That this future be a happy one depends on 
you. Teach your children the German qual- 
ities and, combined with the traditional qual- 
ities of this country, they need not fear.”

NE of Europe’s admitted handicaps is 
if you take a healthy hop in any given 
direction, you find yourself up against a 
frontier. Some of the nations are so small 
that you can see practically everything in 
them at one look from a passing airplane, 
It is axiomatic that wars are mostly of eco- 
nomic origin. As these tiny countries all 
try to make themselves self-sufficient by 
throwing up tagiff walls and other economic 
barriers, it is small wonder that Europe is 
seldom without a conflict on her hands. 

The great pity is that the world hasn't 
fewer frontiers, economic obstacles and 
other hindrances to international friendship 
and intercourse, rather than more. 

Educated foreigners envy America her 
peace and unequaled standard of living. 
“That,” they say, “is because between 48 
great states, each with its own self-governm 
ment, there are no frontiers and no trade 
barriers.” 

There are signs that Eamon de Valera of 
the Irish Free State and President Manuel 
Quezon of the Philippine Commonwealth are 
both doing a little thinking along these lines. 

Many former advocates of a Philippine Re 
public today are just as ardently opposed to 
it. They are beginning to ask themselves 
whether they will be able to defend their 
independence against powerful Nippon, 
whether severance of all ties with the United 
States will not doom them economically.

This is the ordained and logical 
sequence of a successful organizing 
drive. The strike is an integral, 
necessary and almost _ inevitable 
incident of it.

For this condition, employers are 
also responsible. All company un- 
ions violate the spirit of the labor 
law. Some violate its letter. It is 
only lip service to the principle of 
organization and collective bargain- 
ing for the company to insist on 
its own chosen union, and main- 
tain that representation shall be 
by its own employes only. If com- 
panies permitted outside unions, 
and their own unions, absolute 
freedom and equality of opportu-

W. D. ARMSTRONG, ALTON 
MUSIC SCHOOL HEAD, BIES 


Formerly Taught in St. Louis; 
Wrote Many Compositions 
for Organ. 


William D. Armstrong, dgs years 
old, head of the Armstrong School 
of Music in Alton for the last 30 
years, died today at his home, 704 
Euclid place, Alton, of heart dis- 
ease and complications. He had 
been ill for a month. 

Born in Alton, Mr. Armstrong 


taught music in St. Louis several 
years following his return form En- 
gland, where he specialized in the 
study of the organ. Before found- 
ing his school of music he was mu- 
sical director at Shurtleff College. 
He was a member of the Alton 
Park Commission and served on the 
Board of Edueation there about 20 
years ago.

LUTHERAN EDUCATOR DIES 


Dr. George A. Romoser, President 

of College at Bronxville, N. Y. 
By the Associated Press. 

BRONXVILLE, N. Y., July 9. — 
Dr. George August Romoser, Luth- 
eran educator and clergyman, who 
has been president of Concordia 
College here since 1918, died sud- 
denly today of a heart attack. He 
was 66 years old. 

He came to Concordia as a pro- 
fessor in 1915 and was made presi- 
dent three years later. Dr. Romo- 
ser was national vice-president of 
the English Lutheran Missouri Sy- 
nod from 1912-1915, and editor of 
the Lutheran Witness in 1914. He 
was born at Baltimore, Sept. 14, 
1870, and graduated from Concordia 
Theological Seminary, St. Louis, in 
1892. He was a member of the fac- 
ulty of Concordia College, Conover, 
N. C., 1892-1900, anad was president 
in 1901. He was pastor of St. An- 
drew’s Lutheran Church, Detroit, 
1899-1902, and of Grace Lutheran 
Church, Cleveland, 1912-1914. He is 
survived by his widow and _ two 
sons, the Rev. Carl A. Romoser, 
North Bergen, N. J., and Harold 
W. of Pittsburgh, Pa. 


NOU. S. FUNDS TO KILL PESTS 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture reported 
today it had exhausted its “entire- 
ly inadequate’ funds and would 
be unable to extend further aid to 
states in their fight against grass- 
hopper hordes invading the Central 
Plains. 

Dr. P. N. Annand of the Bureau 
of Entomology and Plant Quaran- 
tine said all the poisonous bait and 
materials that could be bought with 
special funds available for that pur- 
pose had been allotted to the states. 
He said much of the bait prepared 
from 160,000 gallons of poison and 
6300 tons of bran already had been 
spread over infested fields and the 
remainder was being moved to oth- 
er fields. Dr. Annand said the grass- 
hoppers had been most destructive 
in Oklahoma, where they “have 
wiped out 50,000 acres of cotton and 
at least 50,000 acres of corn.” Iowa, 
Montana, Missouri, Nebraska and 
Wyoming are other states where 
Dr. Annand described the grass- 
hopper situation as serious. 


| 
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MORE MEMBERS, FREER 
SPENDING AT CLUBS 


Daily Attendance Double That 
of Two Years Ago at 
One Place. 


Substantial increases in member- 
ship and freer spending by mem- 
bers during the last two years are 
reported by managers of clubs in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County, who 
attribute the change to general im- 
provement in financial conditions. 
During 1931 and 1932 various clubs 
closed, or were opened to the pub- 
lic on a fee basis, because of fi- 
nancial difficulties. 

The Missouri Athletic Associa- 
tion reported 168 more members 
than it had 18 months ago, al- 
though the membership had held 
up well during the depression pe- 
riod, and an increase in dinner re- 
ceipts, use of the club’s gymnasium 


facilities, and in entertainment of 
guests by business men. 

At the Noonday Club, whose 
membership is limited to 500, there 
are now 470 members. During the 
last two years the membership de- 
ficiency has been reduced by half, 
according to R. Jewett Jones, sec- 
retary. Attendance at the club 
also has shown improvement. New 
and renewed memberships also 
have increased the enrollment at 
the Racquet Club, John K. Wal- 
lace, secretary said, but figures 
were said not to be available. 

Daily Attendance Doubles. 

Algonquin reported a full mem- 
bership of 300, which has increased 
from 225 during the last two years. 
Daily attendance of members and 
families has doubled and the golf 
links and swimming pool are being 
used to near capacity. 

Membership .at the Normandie 
Golf Club was lowest in 1932, but 
has increased 20 per cent since 
then, Harold Emerson, secretary, 
said. More golf is being played, fee 
income has increased, and there is 
far less delinquency in the payment 
of dues. Other facilities of the club 
show an equal improvement in 
patronage. 

Better attendance and increased 
receipts were reported at the West- 
wood Country Club, which has a 
full membership of 350, not having 
had a decrease. Dinner parties, 
luncheons and other functions at 
the club, including the use of out- 
door recreational facilities, have 
shown a large increase. 

More at Dinner Dances. 

Membership in the Sunset Hill 
Country Club is now 300 persons, 
an increase of about 50 per cent 
in the last 18 months. Attendance 
was said to have increased about 
35 per cent at the swimming pool 
and golf links this summer, and at- 
tendance at the Saturday night din- 
ner dances has doubled, reaching 
500 on some nights. 

Natienal club publications recent- 
ly have pointed out improved mem- 
bership and financial conditions in 
clubs generally in many other parts 
of the country, club secretaries here 
said, as an indication of better 
business conditions, since club in- 
come customarily depends on the 
amount of surplus money members 
have to spend.

'in cooking these vegetables, of

| Brine retains more of the food 


value and flavor than other 
methods of cooking, and is used 
especially for potatoes, squash, cu- 
cumbers, tomatoes and onions.

our country. I mean PREVENT 
it, not CURE it. Prevent it by de- 
stroying that Public Enemy, the 
Ragweed—a perfectly useless, in- 
edible, purposeless, hostile, but, like 
many other things of the same 
sort, extremely fruitful, prosperous 
and prolific plant. 

Even goats won't eat it. So we 
can destroy it without economic 
loss, in which the situation differs 
from spring hay fever due to the 
grasses. 


Practical Tests. 


Mr. Durham has for many years, 
to my knowledge, made practical 
tests of the life habits of this fam- 
ily of plants, and studied the 
amount of pollen in the air in all 
parts of the country in all seasons. 

We saw yesterday how Dr. Wy- 
man proved that this polHen was 
definitely the cause of hay fever. 
It is not surprising, therefore, to 
learn that the peak of the hay 
fever season—when the noses run 
like rivers and the eyes itch the 
worst—is exactly the period when 
there is the most ragweed pollen 
in the air. 

In Chicago, the high point is be- 
tween Aug. 26 and Sept. 11: In 
Houston, between Oct. 5 and Oct. 
17. While there is some slight va- 
riation in different years, the 
curves are in general very much 
the same. 

A pollen grain of ragweed is one 
of the smallest and finest of all. 
Put beside a pollen grain of corn 
a ragweed grain would look like a 
marble beside a basket ball. And 
corn pollen is almost invisible, so 
it is not surprising that ragweed 
pollen can fill the air and not be 
seen. 

Fill the air it does. During the 
month or six weeks of the season a 
million tons of ragweed pollen falls 
on the United States. If this were 
piled in one heap its peak would be 
as high as the Empire. State Build- 
ing, and its base would cover Cen- 
tral Park. 

Now for the plan for prevention. 
Why can’t all these useless plants 
be cut down and destroyed before 
the season begins? 

It is a plant of civilization. It 
does not grow on the prairies or in 
the forests, but along fences, on 
railway sidings, against, buildings. 

A crew of men, directed by one 
boss who has been taught to recog- 
nize the plant, cut could down and 
burn tons of it in a few weeks. 

We have been racking our brains 
to find something useful for the un- 
employed to do. Why not relieve 
them from widening creeks that al- 
ready are wide enough, and put 
them to destroying ragweed? 

I have been urging Mayors, offi- 
cials, Governors and relief agencies 
to do this for nearly 10 years. So 
far without one response.

NEIGHBORHOOD 
PARENTS 


No, you can't tell your neighbor that his boy, 


son that children follow about. One 

day, when her daughter Pattie was 
3 years old, Pat received a ’phone call 
from an acquaintance and neighbor, a 
society leader in the small Pennsylvania 
town where she lives. The servants of 
the Leaders had been promised the next 
day off. But Mr. and Mrs. Leader sud- 
denly desired to attend a convention of 
lawyers in the nearest city. The baby 
girl would be “parked” with another 
friend. Could Pat possibly keep for the 
day the two other little girls of the 
family? 

Little Sister Leader, a responsive, shin- 
ing little thing, settled down at once to 
playing house and was happily busy until 
Big Sister decided they should do some- 
thing different. Tears were shed. And 
from that moment on Big Sister kept 
Little Sister in a state of unhappiness. 
She bossed and nagged. * 

When late at night the Leaders re- 
turned, Mrs, Leader immediately asked 
(as Pat felt in her bones she would): 
“And how did our darlings behave?” 


Why. not say they had both _ been 
lambs? That would be the easy way. But 
all the educational principles, all the 
standards of justice which Pat had ac- 
quired, rose up—a thousand times no. 
The older child’s unpleasant domineering 
was habitual. To lie would be to hurt 
both children. 

“Well,” said Pat, searching the nooks 
and corners of her memory for a word 
that was adequate; and dragging forth 
one that certainly could be called mild: 
‘Well, Big Sister was a little bossy.” 

“Bossy!” Mr. Leader was dumbfounded.

“Bossy!” Mrs. Leader sounded mortally 


wounded. “Oh, surely not!” 

Next morning, Mrs. Leader presented 
herself at Pat’s front door. “I am trying 
to think,” she explained, “just what it 
could have been that had made you say 
Big Sister was bossy. I suppose it was 
because I told her to take good care of 
Little Sister. Grandma Wrinkle says 
(evidently the matter had already been 
discussed with the neighbors) that she 
has never seen little-giris play together 
so peacefully.” 

“Mrs. Leader,” said Pat, “this is the 
last time I shall ever tell you anything 
derogatory about your cnildren.” 

“If in these ‘enlightened times’,” said 
Pat, after that day’s experience with the 
Leaders, “one could only talk over per- 
sonal behavior with the parents of the 
little folk who play here! But that is evi- 
dently impossible. Hereafter, I shall see 
to it that children behave tolerably well, 
and tell the parents nothing.” 

You and I, like Pat, may set about to 
manage without the co-operation of par- 
ents which, next to the let-them-go-hang 
method, is the easiest way. Many ques- 
tions that arise need never go beyond our 
own premises, anyway. 

Older children, one finds, are quick to 
see justice in rules set up by the house- 
holder to preserve both propery and life. 
For instance, take the gruup of boys who 
climb the horse chestnut tree at the edge 
of your lot—break off the smaller limbs, 
and put too much weignt on the larger 
ones. Something needs to be done. So 
you walk out under the tree before be- 
ginning to talk.

But why can't you? 


This writer suggests that parental co-operation 


would be valuable.

“Boys,” you say in man-to-man tones, 
“you know you are welcume to play here 
and to climb this tree. But of course you 
know that if it is broken before it has a 
chance to be really tough and strong, 
there never will be mucn of it to climb. 
Also, you will all. be wanting horse chest- 
nuts in the fall.” “You're right,” is sure 
to come from one of the older boys. 
“Hear that, fellows?” And this is the last 
time you will have to wvotner about the 
horse chestnut tree. 

These same boys will respect your hus- 
band when he calls them to account for 
running over his flower beds. 

Or take the dangerous nabit of throw- 
ing missiles, including sand, which ought, 
in every playplace, to become taboo (fists 
being always available!). “Anyone who 
throws things goes home,” should hold for 
the owner of the sandpile as well as for 
the child whose parents are most sensi- 
tive. With only occasional reminders 
from adults, this and other rules are kept. 
The real enforcement comes from the 
children themselves. You and your 
spouse need not spend your lives in the 
back yard. You are merely the state mili- 
tia—in case local authority needs rein- 
forcement,

ITTLE children, on the other hand, 
[nave to be helped to play together. 

One begrudges the time this guidance 
demands, but it seems to be something 
which no conscientious parent can let 
pass. However, one is repaid. With a 
little suggestion, boys and girls learn to 
take turns at the slide and to alternate 
at “riding behind” when there are not 
enough tricycles to go around. 

They also learn to share the muffin 
pans and molds and spoons. Children 
undoubtedly learn most and best by 
bumping up against others of the same 
age, and it seems nécessary to come 
forth in the flesh only when angry pas- 
sions rise too high, or when some domi- 
neering child needs to be helped to “give 
in” occasionally, or a timid child to as- 
sert himself so that he will not be picked 
on. 

But there are many times when you 
and I, playing the group-leader-without- 
parental-co-operation, feel like the earn- 
est Sunday school teacher, with only one 
hour a week to guide and inspire and 
all the other hours of the week working 
against her. If we could only say: 


“Mother of Sue, you and I, working to- 
gether, could, in a very short time, sub- 
stitute the habit of asking pleasantly for 
this annoying habit Sue has acquired of 
whining for everything. Sue is imagina- 
tive. Let’s work from that.” 

If you could only get Harold’s mother 
to expect Harold to “rub his bumps” in- 
stead of crying loudly when he falls! 
Harold is responding to guggestions about 
being brave when he plays with your 
children. But the whole neighborhood 
knows when he hurts himself at home. 

If our neighbor across the street could 
only say to Elinor’s mother (who is her 
bosom friend): “Let’s sit down on Eli- 
nor’s asking almost every question with 
that horrid sound ‘hunh,’ and eliminate, 
now, before the habit is too strong, her 
improper use of pronouns.” 

And if only other parents would de- 
mand of your children and mine as much 
as they do of their own children! If they 
would only expect them to be mannerly 
and to wipe their feet and to hang up 
their wraps! If they would only assist 
us in helping them to sublimate_ their 
tendencies to tease and to bully! If they 
would only come to us when our chil- 
dren have been destructive, or have 
played unfairly, or goodness knows what! 

Our neighbors could so definitely help 
us. They have a perspective which we 
can never get because of our proximity 
to our own darlings. Often a child pos- 
sesses an admirable trait of which his 
family are entirely unaware. Take Sue's 
imagination and Elinor’s flair for lead- 
ership or Dorothy’s gift for music. 

Sometimes misdeeds of a graver na- 
ture have been committed in a neighbor- 
hood. These seem more serious if the 
mis-doers are the other children. As a 
member of the section, one feels respon- 
sible, but often at a loss as to what to 
do. Sue and Elingr, throwing the for- 
bidden stones against the Brown garage, 
broke a pane of glass. That was simple. 
The parents got together. Each child 
was helped to see the justice of her pay- 
ing bit by bit from. her allowance, 
though I am sure it was with pride that 
they watched Mr. Brown putty in the 
new pane! 

But what ts to be done about the two 
boys who recently poundéd nails into the 
tires of many of the automobiles of the 
vicinity in which they live? One mis- 


’ ereant has confessed and, with his fa- 


ther, visited the owners concerned, pf- 


It isn’t as if we, like our parents, had 
no agencies from the outside to help us 
raise our offspring. We have library 
stacks full of books. We can read tons 
of magazine articles and hints for parents 
written for our daily papers by thoughtful 
men and women. We can hear as many 
lectures by radio and in person as we 
demand. Through these mediums we 
learn that other parents are having diffi- 
culties and joys similar to our own 
difficulties and joys. In addition to 
usually sage counsel, this writing and 
this talking give us a vocabulary with 
which to converse. 

Then, all over our country, there meet 
together, under professional or lay ‘leader- 
ship, groups of parents who feel the need 
of talking things out. For these groups 
our state or local educational systems 
offer material and advice, and, in many 
cases, training for inexpertenced leaders. 

In these discussion groups mothers (and 
alas, too few fathers!) are sharing what 
they have learned and gaining much prac- 
tical help. They began by examining the 
subjects of habits, punishment, discipline. 
Now they are speaking in terms of the 
integrated personality and wise guidance, 
and are trying to pry vut the causes for 
unsocial thoughts and acts that mar per- 
sonality. They expose for examination 
motives inside themselves and work to 
achieve their own persunal mental hy- 
giene. 

However, we do not need to attend a 
discussion group in order to diagnose our 
own particular case. Nor wait till next 
week, nor next year. Let’s do it now— 
this minute. Let us begin to co-operate 
about individual problems of neighbor-~ 
hood behavior. 

As I see it, the matter boils down to 
this. Our children we still consider as 
extensions of our own personalities. To 
discuss with a parent his child’s misde- 
meanor or fault is to criticise his child 
unfavorably... To criticise his child un- 
favorably is to bring blame upon the 
parent himself—which is too terribly up- 
setting! His ego just can’t take it! 

We parents fall into five groups, accord- 
ing to our reactions to adverse criticism 
(direct or implied) of our children. First, 
those of us who, like tne Leaders, will 
admit of no faults in their children, and 
show ourselves hurt by any suggestion of 
such criticism. Secondly, those of us 
who hear such statements calmly, but 
do nothing to remedy the faults at issue. 

Then there are those of us who are emo- 
tionally unstable, to whon our neighbors 
are afraid to come lest we slept fitfully 
last night and today might make a scene 
and break off friendly relations.

rogatory reports concerning one of 

the children, so pitch into him and 
nag him and punish him, that something 
which mattered only a little is made to 
assume gigantic proportions, and the child 
instead of being helped is very much 
harmed. 

Finally there are those rare individuals 
who can look upon their child imperson- 
ally, knowing that he wants to merit the 
esteem of his elders, and that he has to 
be helped to attain a good standard of 
behavior. They are willing to discuss a 
matter with the other parents concerned, 
They can talk over the affair quietly with 
their own child and help him to recognize 
a need for apologies, or to correct a habit, 
or to make good a loss. Blessed is the 
community in which these particular 
parents live! They are Neighborhood 
Parents. 

A Neighborhood Parent is convinced 
that children are good for each other and 
need to play together. He mmy feel com- 
pelled to, forego his dreams of fancy- 
shaped flower beds and well-groomed 
lawns—if he cannot otherwise get action 
on a community playground. If children 
are to play they must have a decent place 
for playing! 

A Neighborhood Parent has and uses 
a sense of humor with which, on the 
word of our most learned psychologists, 
every last one of us was endowed at 
birth. This raw material, if properly 
treated, serves him as an excellent pair 
of spectacles, through which he frequently 
sees himself and his child at fault, and, 
at the same time, experiences not too 
much pain to his ego. 

Again a Neighborhood Parent uses the 
powers of emotional substitution, express- 
ing his point of view with politeness and 
tact. He may feel strongly concerning 
the squabble between his “own precious 
darlin’ and the neighbors’ dirty brat,” 
but he can do the “brat” no good by re- 
ferring to him as such to his parents. 
They must be allowed the:r natural pride! 
And what numbskull would set out de- 
liberately to injure in the slightest his 
friendship with his neighbor? Good neigh- 
bors are jewels without price. They are 
treasures upon earth.

The slow child who has been 
prodded and nagged and pushed 
along to keep up with his class 
needs to rest. I know that the 
teacher was anxious about his _be- 
ing promoted. I know that she 
said, “If he works hard, if he 
doesn't slip back during vacation, 
maybe he can keep up. But he must 
work hard.” But how does the child 
feel? 


If you have a certain failing, one 
that handicaps you, how would you 
like to be kept at it and at it day 
in and day out, in spite of daily 
failures and hourly tears? How 
would you like to be told, “Of 
course, you must do as well as 
John. He works hard and never 
misses,’ when you know that you 
work harder than John and are for- 
ever missing? That is the way the 
slow child feels about being driven 
to keep up. He must have rest or 
rebel. Let the slow child rest. 

Rest does not mean idleness here. 
There are things that children like 
to do, each according to his nature. 
Usually the slow child of the school-

terials. Likes to be active. En- 
courage him to be active, to take 
up some work and see it through 
to its end. Praise him and encour- 
age him for this and say nothing 
about school work. Let that rest 
until school opens again and you 
will find that he does as well, or 
better, than if he had been work- 
ing daily with his books. Doing 
self-elected work stimulates the in- 
telligence. 

The quick pupil wants to make 
an extra grade. If his school life 
is limited, if his time is curtailed, 
let him do as he wishes. These 
days there is less hurry than ever 
for children to get out of school, 
But if there are exceptional chil- 
dren, and there are, they should be 
allowed to go to sum@er school and 
take the subjects they need. For 
many such children summer school 
work is necessary and helpful, but 
they should have a certain time for 
play, too. Play is as much needed 
as study because health and growth 
are the first necessities of child- 
hood. 

The best summer schoc! for all 
children is the woods and the shore 
and the open road. A child does 
not stop learning, growing, develop- 
ing because he skips his books for 
a brief space. What he needs is 
change of work, change of environ- 
ment, change of teachers. I hope 
that the day is near when it will 
be possible for every child of school 
age to go to summer school in the 
open and learn at their “Mother's 
knee,”
